The  years  in  which  other 
Classical  Scholars  left  before  the  course  was  completed,  who 
are  called  Alumni  in  this  list,  cannot  be  determined  from  the 
books; — and  they  may  not,  in  some  instances,  have  been 
placed  in  the  proper  periods. 
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MEMOIRS  READ  AT  THE  MEETING  OF  THE 
ALUMNI,  FEBRUARY  22ND,  1853. 


The  present  year  is  marked  in  the  annals  of  St.  John’s 
by  the  death  of  two  of  her  most  distinguished  Sons,  George 
Mackuein,  and  Alexander  Contee  Magruder.  The 
first  died  in  this  city,  11th  January  1853;  and  the  second 
died  at  Fort  Washington,  on  the  Potomac,  on  Sunday, 
January  30th,  immediately  following. 

The  occurrence  of  two  such  deaths,  so  near  each  other,  and 
of  men  so  long  and  so  intimately  connected  with  this  College, 
forms  a fit  occasion  to  begin  a practice,  here,  of  commemo- 
rating, in  each  successive  year,  the  departed  Brethren  of  the 
previous  periods.  Such  a custom  must  serve  to  bind  the 
survivors  more  closely  together;  as  in  the  family  circle,  when 
one  is  taken,  they  who  meet  at  the  ancestral  hearth  are  more 
endeared  to  each  other  ; and  more  firmly  resolved  to  meet, 
together,  the  stern  realities  of  life. 

George  Mackubin  was  graduated  in  the  Class  of  1806, 
forty-seven  years  ago  ; and,  from  that  time,  onward,  his  path 
has  been  one  of  continued  progress  in  usefulness  and  honor. 
He  was  born  in  Annapolis,  in  1789 ; and  took  his  Degree,  at 
the  age  of  sixteen  years.  He  was  admitted  to  practise  in  the 
Anne  Arundel  County  Court,  in  1808;  and  in  1810,  he  rep- 
resented the  city  of  Annapolis  in  the  General  Assembly  of 
Maryland.  The  date  of  his  qualification  in  the  Court  of 
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Chancery,  has  not  been  found ; but,  in  1812,  the  place  of 
Auditor  in  Chancery  was  tendered  to  him,  by  Chancellor 
Kilty,  and  he  accepted  the  office,  upon  the  express  condition 
that  the  discharge  of  its  duties  should  not  interfere  with  his 
law  business.  He  was  then  in  full  practice  in  the  courts, 
and  in  this  year,  (1812,)  he  was  married  to  Eleanor 
Mackubin. 

In  1826,  Mr.  Mackubin  was  elected  Treasurer  of  the 
Western  shore  of  Maryland  ; and  was  called  upon,  at  once,  to 
make  a Report  on  the  justice  of  an  old  claim  of  the  Repre- 
sentatives of  Thomas  C.  Deye ; which  was  urgently  pressed 
upon  the  Legislature.  He  was,  also,  very  soon  occupied,  as 
Treasurer,  by  order  of  the  General  Assembly,  in  the  corres- 
pondence with  the  3rd  Auditor  of  the  United  States  Treasury, 
relative  to  Maryland’s  claim  for  interest. 

Mr.  Mackubin,  was  made  Treasurer  of  St.  John’s  Col- 
lege, in  the  same  year  that  he  was  made  Treasurer  for  the 
Western  shore  ; both  of  these  offices  having  been  held,  in  the 
previous  period,  by  his  predecessor  and  friend,  Benjamin 
Harwood. 

In  these  two  offices  there  was  ample  scope  for  the  exercise 
of  hrs  great  financial  abilities;  and,  both  St.  John’s,  and  the 
State  at  large,  owe  him  a heavy  debt  of  gratitude,  for  his 
well-tried  and  long  continued  devotion  to  their  interests  ; and 
for  his  invaluable  and  successful  services.  He  retained  the 
office  of  Treasurer  for  the  Western  shore,  till  1843,  a period 
of  seventeen  years ; and  that  of  St.  John’s  College,  till  the 
last  year  of  his  life ; when  he  resigned  it,  and  was  succeeded 
by  his  son,  James  Mackubin,  who  was  educated,  as  also  his 
other  three  sons  were,  in  this  Institution. 

There  never  was  a more  upright  man,  or  more  faithful 
citizen  ; and  his  period  in  office  was  the  most  arduous  in  the 
whole  history  of  Maryland,  since  the  times  of  the  Revolution. 
It  required  more  than  ordinary  ability  and  firmness,  to  pass 
through  such  an  ordeal  in  triumph.  It  is  sufficient  to  say, 
that  the  general  voice  of  the  State  has  accorded  to  him  this 
enviable  reputation. 

Mr.  Mackubin  negotiated  several  of  the  public  loans,  on 
terms  highly  advantageous  to  the  State  ; and  he  was  the 
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originator  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  by  which,  the  means  have 
been  secured  for  ultimately  extinguishing  the  whole  debt. 

There  can  be  no  doubt,  that  Mr.  Mackubin’s  close  applica- 
tion to  the  duties  of  the  Treasury,  and  rigid  confinement  to 
office  labors,  veiy  materially  impaired  his  health.  It  is 
wmrthy  of  note,  that  the  entire  business  of  that  period,  ardu- 
ous as  it  was,  both  in  amount  and  importance,  was  performed 
by  the  Treasurer,  with  the  assistance  of  only  a single  clerk. 

His  Physician  and  Friend,  Dr.  Claude,  who  has  sus- 
tained the  labors  of  the  same  office,  has  thought,  that  Mr. 
Mackubin’s  life  would  not  have  been  prolonged  to  this  time, 
if  he  had  continued,  much  longer,  to  bear  a burden  so 
weighty  and  so  unremitted. 

It  is  not  the  aim  of  Collegiate  Memoirs,  to  exhibit  Eulogies , 
the  chief  traits,  however,  as  well  as  the  prominent  facts,  it  is 
desirable  to  mention.  To  Mr.  Mackubin’s  lasting  honor  be  it 
said,  therefore,  that  he  was  never  known  to  speak  ill  of 
others;  and,  he  Was  equally  averse  to  permitting  any  to  speak 
ill  of  the  absent,  in  his  presence.  He  was  a man  of  sound 
judgment  and  sterling  modesty.  All  who  knew  him,  saw, 
that  he  was  without  fear,  except  that  of  his  Maker; — and 
without  reproach,  unless  it  might  be,  that  which  every  good 
man  and  true  must  encounter,  the  censure  Of  such  as  Could 
not  bend  him  to  their  purpose. 

It  ought  not  to  be  omitted,  that  Mr.  Mackubin  was  a firm 
Believer  in  Christianity;  a Communicant  of  the  Church;  and 
a bright  Example  of  “ the  Just  Man ,”  whose  end  is  “Peace.” 

It  is  proposed  that  these  Memorials,  and  such  others  as 
may  be  written  hereafter,  shall  be  laid  up  as  permanent 
Records  in  the  Archives  of  St.  John’s;  to  be  consulted  by 
future  inquirers,  as  authentic  documents,  for  a complete  His- 
tory of  the  College.  Men  of  quiet  and  retired  lives,  who  fill, 
without  ostentation,  the  most  responsible  offices  in  the  Gov- 
ernment, are  very  often  the  most  meritorious: — although  the 
popular  heralds  may  fail  to  blow,  loudly,  the  trumpet  of  their 
fame.  A college,  moreover,  is  a retired  community,  in  the 
nature  of  a domestic  circle ; and  it  is  due  to  themselves, 
that  they  should  commit  to  writing,  a proper  tribute  to  each 

Brother’s  memory.  We  close  this  notice,  then,  in  the  words 
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of  Tacitus,  which  beautifully  express  that  sentiment: — “ Nam 
multos  veterum,  veliit  inglorios  et  ignobiles , oblivio  obruet; 
Agricola , posteritati  narratus  et  traditus  super stes  erit .” 

Lewis  Neth,  who  was  a member  of  Mr.  Mackubin’s 
Class,  was,  for  many  years,  an  active  Visitor  and  Governor  of 
the  College;  and,  for  a time,  the  Secretary  of  the  Board. 
He  died  in  1832;  leaving  an  only  son,  sincg  deceased;  and  he 
left  his  entire  Library  as  a bequest  to  St.  John’s. 

John  Mercer,  was,  also,  a member  of  this  Class;  and  was 
long  known  as  a man  of  high  honor  and  public  spirit.  He, 
at  one  period,  represented  Anne  Arundel  County  in  the  popu- 
lar branch  of  the  Legislature. 

Henry  Maynadier  Murray,  a Lawyer  of  much  distinction, 
was  another  Class-Mate  of  Mr.  Mackubin.  He  lost  his  life,  by 
the  explosion  of  a Steamboat  boiler,  on  the  Chesapeake. 

Still  another  of  this  Class  wms  William  E.  Pinkney,  who 
practised  Medicine,  in  this  City,  in  early  life,  and  died  young. 
He  was  an  active  Visitor  and  Governor  of  St.  John’s. 

Thomas  J.  Brice,  of  Annapolis,  is  the  only  living  repre- 
sentative of  this  Class  of  1806. 

Of  the  Class  1793,  not  a living  Member  now  remains. 
This  Class  was  small  in  numbers;  but,  they  stand  first 
among  the  “ Stelligeri as  the  earliest  graduates  of  the 
College. 

The  Class  of  1794  was  larger,  and  numbered  several  men 
of  much  note  ; all  of  whom,  however,  are  now  numbered  with 
the  dead.  The  last  Asterisk ” added,  stands  at  the  honored 
name  of  Alexander  Contee  Magruder;  who,  although  he 
did  not  actually  take  the  Degree,  finished  the  Course,  to  the 
last  term  of  the  Senior  year;  when  he  was  taken  sick  and 
went  home.  Indeed,  to  all  proper  intents  and  purposes — but 
the  mere  reception  of  the  Diploma — Judge  Magruder,  like 
many  other  of  our  Public  Men,  who  had  their  entire  Collegiate 
education  here,  was  an  Alumnus  of  St.  John’s. 

We  have  not  found  the  exact  date  of  Mr.  Magruder’s  qual-  - 
ification  in  the  several  Courts.  It  is  well  known  that,  for  a 
long  series  of  years,  he  stood  among  those  who  were  at  the 
head  of  the  Bar  in  Maryland.  He  was  a Member  of  the 
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Executive  Council,  in  the  time  of  Governor  Ridgely;  and, 
again,  in  the  term  of  Governor  Goldsborough.  In  both  of 
these  terms,  in  the  absence  of  the  Chief  Magistrate,  the  most 
important  duties  devolved  upon  Mr.  Magruder. 

He  was  a Member  of  the  Senate,  in  the  period  which  fol- 
lowed the  date  of  the  first  Reformed  Constitution  of  the  State. 

He  was  made  Judge,  in  the  Court  of  Appeals,  in  1845;  and 
honorably  discharged  the  solemn  duties  of  that  office,  until  our 
present  Constitution  reduced  the  number  on  the  Bench  of  that 
Court.  He  afforded  afterwards,  however,  a beautiful  exam- 
ple of  what  Cicero,  in  his  dialogue  Be  Oratore , says,  of  the 
appropriate  occupation  in  old  age , for  the  learned  Lawyer; 
who  has  left  the  active  struggles  of  the  Forum;  as  many  other 
illustrious  American  Judges  have  done,  either  by  instructing 
Candidates  for  their  Profession,  or  by  composing  Lectures  and 
Legal  Treatises,  suited  to  the  peculiar  wants  of  our  Country- 
men. Mr.  Magruder  was  appointed  Reporter  of  Decisions; 
an  office  highly  congenial  to  his  tastes;  and,  considering  the 
acuteness  of  his  judgment;  and  his  rich  stores  of  legal  and 
moral  truth;  as  well  as  the  specimens  of  his  first  works;  a 
keen  disappointment  has  been  felt;  when  the  hopes  of  a future 
series  of  such  volumes,  wrere,  suddenly,  extinguished  by  death. 

As  a man,  Mr.  Magruder  was,  eminently,  sober-minded. 
He  was,  at  times,  almost  taciturn.  He  was,  nevertheless, 
occasionally  playful;  and  it  was  rare  good  fortune,  to  such  as 
saw  him  in  this  mood.  In  his  personal  presence,  there  was 
a native  dignity — that  was  never  lost — which  inspired  every 
one  with  respect  for  the  individual.  All  saw  that  he  was  a 
man  in  whom  they  could  repose  confidence.  What  Tacitus 
says,  of  his  favorite  character,  rose  to  the  mind,  when  one 
looked  on  him : “Bonum  virum  facile  crederes , magnum 

libenter 

The  present  writer  saw  this  venerable  man,  for  the  first 
time,  in  1829,  in  the  General  Convention,  at  Philadelphia; 
where  he  was  eminent,  among  the  first  minds  of  the  country, 
in  discussing  and  settling  the  then  great  question  of  “Assist- 
ant Bishops ,”  in  the  Church.  This  question  was  raised,  by 
the  election  of  Dr.  Meade,  without  precedent,  as  Assistant 
Bishop  to  Dr.  Moore;  no  provision  having  been  made  for  the 
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succession,  by  the  Diocese  of  Virginia.  The  happy  termina- 
tion of  that  controversy,  it  is  believed,  was  reached,  by  the 
advi.ce  and  efforts  of  Mr,  Magruder , and  Robert  H.  Goldsbo- 
rough , another  Alumnus  of  St.  John’s,  and  other  members  of 
the  Convention,  from  Maryland.  Indeed,  on  all  important 
occasions,  whether  in  the  General  or  State  Conventions,  for 
many  years,  this  tried  and  devoted  disciple  of  the  Cross,  was 
an  efficient  representative,  either  of  the  Diocess,  or  of  St. 
Anne’s  Church,  in  the  solemn  council. 

Mr.  Magruder  possessed  a very  powerful  and  most  active 
mind.  None  knew  this  better  than  the  Students , at  Examina- 
tions. He  was  wont  to  be  present  there,  with  a punctuality 
and  patience,  which  showed  his  just  appreciation  of  the  inter- 
ests of  the  College,  and  of  one  of  the  best  means  by  which  its 
prosperity  can  be  promoted.  He  felt  that  few  things  can 
more  encourage  faithful  Teachers,  than  the  attendance  of  the 
Guardians  of  the  Institution,  and  of  men  of  high  standing  in 
the  Community  ; to  bear  witness  to  the  fidelity  and  success  of 
their  labors.  On  these  occasions  Mr.  Magruder  was  never 
absent.  It  is  in  this  connexion,  that  we  notice  his  character- 
istic activity  of  mind.  He  appeared  to  be  conscious,  minutely, 
of  all  that  was  going  on  around  him,  although  he  was  engaged, 
at  the  time,  by  a book,  or  by  some  other  matter  in  conversa- 
tion. The  luckless  Student  who  had  practised,  in  Term-time, 
the  formula  of  “ JYon-par  atus”  had  no  reason  to  hope  for  an 
escape  from  that  diffused  consciousness,  although  the  learned 
Visitor  chanced  to  be  perusing  a Pamphlet,  when  the  Pro- 
fessor’s questions  came  ! None  were  more  sensible  than  the 
unfortunate  wight  himself,  when  he  took  his  seat,  that  the 
apparently  abstracted  Sage,  was  accurately  acquainted  with 
his  failure. 

Another  prominent  trait  of  Mr.  Magruder’s  mental  charac- 
ter was  his  great  promptitude  on  any  pressing  occasion  that 
called  his  talents  into  requisition.  A happy  instance  occurred 
in  my  intercourse  with  him,  not  known  to  others.  A case 
had  arisen  in  New  England,  in  which  the  opinions  of  Church- 
men were  much  divided;  and  a Pamphlet  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  pages,  on  the  subject,  was  handed  to  him  on  a 
particular  Evening.  He  returned  it  to  me  the  next  Morning; 
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with  six  large  sheets  of  paper,  closely  written,  in  the  interval; 
containing  a masterly  argument,  covering  the  whole  ground 
of  the  controversy;  presenting  many  points  of  Ecclesiastical 
Law  of  difficult  interpretation;  and  setting  forth  an  opinion 
which  was  entirely  conclusive  of  the  questions.  Many  similar 
efforts  are  familiar  to  public  men  here  present,  that  prove 
Mr.  Magruder  to  have  been  a man  for  the  times ; being 
<£ semper  paratusf  and  one  who  seldom  made  long  speeches . 
His  knowledge  of  business,  and  his  acquaintance  with  men, 
enabled  him  easily  to  arrange  the  matters  which  came  before 
a public  body;  and  for  this  cause,  more  than  for  his  much 
speaking,  he  was  always  one  of  the  most  useful  Members  in 
a Convention. 

Mr.  Magruder  died  at  the  age  of  seventy-six  years.  His 
name  appears  on  the  record  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  as  a 
member,  forty  years  ago ; and  over  thirty  years  since,  in  the 
General  Convention.  For  the  last  few  years  of  his  life,  he 
had  retired  from  these  public  Councils  of  the  Church;  but,  his 
opinions,  on  various  occasions  of  deep  moment,  continued  to 
be  much  sought  for,  and  highly  valued. 

We  thus  close  our  brief  attempt  to  recall,  to  the  hearts  and 
minds  of  the  Alumni,  Mr.  Magruder’s  many  virtues,  and  rare 
endowments*  This  was  his  Crowning  Grace,  his  earnest, 
uniform,  and  sincere  devotion  to  the  welfare  and  progress  of 
the  Church  of  Christ.  Indeed,  during  the  later  years,  his 
mind  was,  comparatively,  withdrawn  from  his  more  immedi- 
ate professional  labors;  and  his  time,  talents,  and  possessions, 
were  consecrated  to  these  sacred  uses. 

On  the  departure  of  two  such  men  as  Mr.  Magruder  and 
Mr.  Mackubin,  we  may  console  ourselves,  that  St.  John’s  has 
so  many  cherished  names,  of  this  order,  registered  upon  her 
pages;  and  we  hold  them  up  to  the  Classes  following,  as 
high  incentives,  in  all  time,  to  live,  not  only  as  worthy  their 
Alma  Mater,  but,  as  fit  Successors  of  such  Elder  Brethren. 

The  Class  of  1796  is  distinguished  by  two  illustrious 
Alumni,  Francis  Scott  Key  and  Robert  H.  Goldsbo- 
rough.  It  is  left  to  the  Annalist  for  our  next  meeting,  to 
prepare  a more  extended  notice  of  these,  and  of  other  men  of 
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the  older  period.  Mr.  Key  was  the  Valedictory  Orator  of 
his  class;  and  he  was  the  chosen  speaker  before  the  Alumni, 
in  1827,  when  our  Association  was  first  formed.  His 
classmate,  Mr.  Goldsborough,  was  the  Orator  before  the 
Alumni,  in  1836;  and  both  these  Orations  were  published, 
and  are  preserved  in  the  Archives  of  the  College. 

William  Cooke,  was,  also,  a Classmate  of  Mr.  Key; 
and  he  is,  now,  the  oldest  living  Graduate;  every  individual, 
of  all  the  previous  classes,  having  died. 

The  next  oldest,  in  the  order  of  Graduation,  is  John  Tayloe 
Lomax,  formerly  a Judge  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  in  Virginia; 
Author  of  several  valuable  Law  books  ; and  Professor  of  Law 
in  the  University  of  Virginia.  Mr.  Lomax  was  the  Orator  of 
the  Alumni  in  1843;  and  he  received  from  the  College,  the 
Degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws , in  the  year  following.  His  ora- 
tion,. also,  was  published,  and  is  preserved.  He  was  gradu- 
ated in  1797 ; and  it  is  believed,  that  no  other  of  that  class 
remains  alive. 

John  Hanson  Thomas  was  a Star  of  the  first  magnitude, 
in  the  Class  of  1798.  He  became  a Member  of  the  Legisla- 
ture; and  was  a Politician  of  much  sagacity  and  great  suc- 
cess. His  Oration  at  Commencement,  was  printed  in  the 
Maryland  Gazette ; and  was  a highly  spirited  performance, 
which  may  be  read  with  profit,  in  the  State  Library.  All  the 
members  of  that  Class  are  now  dead. 

There  are  two  highly  honored  Representatives  of  the  Class 
of  1799,  yet  alive.  The  first  of  these,  is  Thomas  Beale 
Dorsey,  late  Chief  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Appeals ; formerly 
Attorney  General  of  Maryland,  and  one  of  the  best  officers, 
who  ever  held  that  post.  He  was,  also,  an  active  Member  of 
the  Convention  that  formed  the  present  Constitution  of  the 
State.  He  was  long  a faithful  Visitor  and  Governor  of  St. 
John’s;  and  two  of  his  sons,  who  are  Lawyers,  were  educated 
at  this  College. 

The  other  survivor  of  that  Class,  is  David  Hoffman  ; 
formerly  Professor  of  Law  in  the  University  of  Maryland  ; 
and  author  of  very  valuable  Treatises  on  Law ; which,  with 
another  munificent  Donation,  of  Minerals , and  of  Money , he 
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presented  to  St.  John’s.  Mr.  Hoffman  has  been  honored 
by  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws , conferred  by  the  University 
of  Gottingen. 

James  Boyle,  of  Annapolis,  who  has  held  very  high 
Public  Offices  in  the  Government,  with  distinguished  success; 
and  who  has  received  the  Degree  of  Master  as  well  as  Bache- 
lor of  Arts;  is  the  sole  survivor  of  the  Class  of  1800. 

James  Murray,  of  Annapolis,  who,  also,  has  been  honor- 
ed by  many  most  responsible  Offices  in  the  gift  of  the  People, 
and  who  is  the  present  Surveyor  General  of  Maryland,  is  the 
sole  survivor  of  the  Class  of  1802. 

This  brings  us  down  to  the  Class  of  1804,  the  next  gradua- 
ted in  the  succession;  of  which,  there  is  not  left  a single 
individual,  who  might  meet  with  us,  on  these  interesting  occa- 
sions, to  respond  for  his  Brothers,  when  called,  to  give  an 
account  of  what  they  have  done,  for  our  Country,  and  for  the 
World. 

The  next  Class  graduated,  was  that  of  1806,  with  which 
we  began  these  brief  Memoirs; — ‘and  here  we  find  a fit  pause, 
in  this  pious  Duty,  of  commemorating  the  Past.  Following 
that  year,  we  find  a long  interval,  a Hiatus  valde  deflendus , 
on  the  pages  of  our  Record,  during  which,  neither  Suns  nor 
Stars , rose;  but,  from  the  close  of  this  dark  period,  when, 
again,  they  began  to  appear,  their  Risings  have  been  more 
frequent,  and  more  uniform.  Of  the  few  Settings  of  our 
bright  Hopes,  that  are,  occasionally,  marked,  along  this  later 
portion  of  our  Catalogue,  the  Chronicler*  for  the  next  year 
will  speak  more  particularly.  It  is  enough  to  say,  now,  that 
in  a series  of  twenty-one  Classes,  of  these  more  recent  dates, 
wTe  find,  as  yet,  only  Thirteen  names  bearing  that  significant 
Star,  which  intimates  a pleasing  trust,  that  the  Spirits  of  our 
Brothers  have  risen  to  a Holier  World.  To  supply  this  void, 
left  in  our  midst,  a class  of  Twelve,  in  full  life  and  health,  has 
been  added  to  the  list,  this  day.  May  the  Stars  that  rise ,

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continue  to  exceed  in  number,  if  not  in  glory,  those  that  set; 
till  our  venerable  St.  John’s  shall  be  able  to  exult,  on  some 
future  Anniversary,  in  the  sweet  words  of  Virgil,  in  connex- 
ion with  the  hopes  of  a Goddess  : 

“Felix  prole  virum , qualis  Berecynthia  mater, 

Laeta  Deum  partu,  centumque  complexa  Nepotes, 

Orrmes  Coelicolas , omnes  super  a alta  tenentes

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a meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  St.  John’s  College, 
held  in  McDowell  Hall  on  the  afternoon  of  Wednesday,  the  3Cth  of 
July,  1873,  Messrs.  James  M.  Garnett,  Alexander  Randall  and  J.  Shaaff 
Stockett,  were  appointed  a committee  to  prepare  a correct  Register  of  the 
College.  In  the  discharge  of  the  duty  thus  assigned  the  committee,  the 
following  Catalogue,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  N.  Brewer,  the  Treasurer 
of  the  College,  has  been  prepared.  The  labor  was  very  considerable,  and 
in  spite  of  the  care  and  diligence  bestowed  in  the  preparation  of  the 
work,  divers  errors  doubtless  will  he  found.  The  committee  would 
esteem  it  a favor  to  he  informed  hy  any  one  who  may  discover  such, 
that  they  may  he  corrected  in  any  future  Catalogue. 


As  introductory  to  the  establishment  of  St.  John’s  College, 
a brief  retrospect  of  previous  legislation  with  regard  to  collegiate 
education  in  Maryland  will  be  appropriate.*  The  first  effort  to 
establish  a College  in  Maryland  was  made  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly, convened  in  the  city  of  St.  Mary’s,  in  the  year  1611.  An 
Act  was  then  passed  by  the  Upper  House  of  Assembly  for  “foun- 
ding and  erecting  a School  or  College  for  the  education  of  youth 
in  learning  and  virtue.”  This  was  returned  by  the  Lower  House 
with  certain  amendments  providing  for  the  differences  in  religious 
views  existing  at  that  time  among  the  people,  which  amendments 
were  not  acceptable  to  the  Upper  House,  and  there  the  bill  rested. 
In  1694,  the  then  Governor,  Sir  Francis  Nicholson,  sent  a message 
to  the  Legislature,  proposing  “ that  a way  may  be  found  for  the 
building  of  a Free  School  for  the  Province,”  and  offering  to  give 
money  for  its  maintenance.  The  plan  was  heartily  approved,  and 
the  General  Assembly  offered  subscriptions  of  tobacco  and  sug- 
gested that  there  be  two  Free  Schools,  one  for  the  Eastern  Shore 
at  Oxford,  and  the  other  for  the  Western  Shore  at  Severn,  now 
Annapolis.  No  further  action  was  taken  at  this  time,  but  in  1696 
an  Act  was  passed  which  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  the 
King  William  School.  Governor  Nicholson  gave  to  the  School 
a lot  in  the  town  of  Annapolis,  with  the  house  thereon,  and 
the  Legislature  appropriated  money  to  it,  but  the  school-house 
was  not  finished  until  1101.  It  was  of  brick  and  stood  on  the 
south  side  of  the  State-house,  between  it  and  the  present  iron 
railing.  This  School  is  noted  in  the  annals  of  the  State  as  the 
nursery  of  some  of  her  greatest  men,  amongst  others  the  distin- 
guished lawyer  and  statesman,  William  Pinkney.  Eighty-five 
years  later,  it  was  incorporated  with  St.  John’s  College.  It

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would  appear  probable  that  under  the  Act  of  1696  no  other 
Public  Free  School  than' the  King  William  School  had  been 
established,  for  in  1723  we  find  an  Act  passed  for  the  erection 
of  “ one  School  in  each  county,  as  near  the  centre  thereof  as 
might  be,  and  as  should  be  most  convenient  for  the  boarding  of 
children.” 

An  important  educational  record  is  a paper,  now  in  the  Execu- 
tive Department  at  Annapolis,  entitled,  “ Proposals  for  founding 
a College  at  Annapolis,”  and  endorsed,  “ By  the  Upper  House  of 
Assembly,  17th  March,  1732-3,  read  and  recommended  to  the 
consideration  of  the  Lower  House  of  Assembly.”  This  would 
have  been  a great  step  in  advance,  and  would  have  anticipated  by 
half  a century  the  establishment  of  the  first  College  in  Maryland, 
proposed  too  at  a time  when  Harvard  College,  in  Massachusetts, 
and  William  and  Mary  College,  in  Virginia,  were  the  only  colle- 
giate institutions  in  this  country, — but  for  some  unknown  reason 
the  General  Assembly  neglected  to  perfect  the  requisite  legisla- 
tion, and  the  second  attempt  to  establish  a College  in  Maryland 
failed. 

In  1763  the  project  of  establishing  a College  was  revived.  A 
committee  of  the  General  Assembly  presented  a report  recom- 
mending “that  the  house  in  the  city  of  Annapolis,  which  was 
intended  for  the  Governor  of  this  Province,  be  completely  finished 
and  used  for  the  College  proposed  to  be  established.”  The  ex- 
pense was  to  be  defrayed  out  of  the  Public  Treasury,  and  the 
annual  cost  of  the  Faculty,  consisting  of  seven  masters  with  five 
servants,  was  provided  for.  The  report  was  adopted,  and  an  Act 
embodying  its  recommendations  passed  in  the  Lower  House,  but 
it  failed  in  the  Upper  House,  and  we  are  told,  that,  after  a lengthy 
and  acrimonious  discussion,  with  several  messages  from  one  House 
to  the  other  without  producing  harmony  of  sentiment,  the  Assem- 
bly was  finally  prorogued,  and  so  this  third  eflbrt  met  the  fate  of 
its  predecessors. 

As  showing  that  the  intention  of  establishing  a College  at 
Annapolis  had  not  been  abandoned,  we  have  a letter,  dated 
October  4tli,  1773,  from  William  Eddis,  Surveyor  of  Customs  at 
Annapolis,  to  a friend  in  England,  stating  that  “the  Legislature 
has  determined  to  found  a College  for  the  education  of  youth  in 
every  liberal  and  useful  branch  of  science,  which  will  preclude  the 
necessity  of  crossing  the  Atlantic  for  the  completion  of  a classical 
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and  polite  education  ; ” and  that  it  had  been  determined  to  finish 
the  building  on  the  banks  of  the  Severn,  formerly  designed  for  the 
Governor’s  mansion,  and  to  apply  it  to  the  purposes  of  collegiate 
education.  This  building  is  now  McDowell  Hall,  the  central  one 
of  the  five  buildings  constituting  St.  John’s  College. 

It  is  presumed  that  the  troubled  times,  and  the  Revolutionary 
War  soon  breaking  out,  prevented  the  immediate  execution  of  this 
long-delayed  plan,  but  it  was  still  borne  in  mind,  and  when  quiet 
was  once  more  restored,  the  Charter  of  St.  John’s  College  was 
granted  in  1784,  two  years  after  a like  Charter  had  been  granted 
for  the  establishment  of  Washington  College  on  the  Eastern 
Shore.  The  Preamble  to  the  Act  of  1782  states  “that  previous 
attempts  had  failed  because  of  the  difficulty  of  fixing  a situation 
on  either  shore  of  equal  convenience  to  youth  of  both  shores,  and 
it  was  therefore  desirable  that  the  inhabitants  of  each  shore  should 
consult  their  own  convenience  in  founding  a College  for  them- 
selves.” In  pursuance  of  this  plan,  St.  John’s  College  was 
established  by  Act  of  Legislature  (chapter  37)  in  November,  1784. 
On  the  1st  of  March,  1786,  Annapolis  was  selected  as  the  site  of 
the  College,  Upper  Marlborough  being  the  only  other  place  voted 
for,  and  in  the  same  year  the  King  William  School  was  incorpo- 
rated with  the  College.  The  College  was  opened  on  November 
11  th,  1789,  and  we  are  told  that  “the  dedication  was  performed 
with  much  solemnity,  all  the  public  bodies  being  in  attendance, 
and  forming  a long  procession  from  the  State  House  to  the 
College  Hall.” 

The  charter  of  St.  John’s  College  provides  that  “the  said 
College  shall  be  founded  and  maintained  forever,  upon  a most 
liberal  plan,  for  the  benefit  of  youth  of  every  religious  denomina- 
tion,” and  authorizes  certain  specified  agents,  among  whom  are 
clergymen  of  the  Roman  Catholic,  Episcopal  and  Presbyterian 
Churches,  “ to  solicit  and  receive  subscriptions  and  contributions 
for  the  said  intended  College  and  Seminary  of  universal  learning, 
of  any  person  or  persons,  bodies  politic  and  corporate,  who  may 
be  willing  to  promote  so  good  a design.”  Private  subscriptions 
to  the  amount  of  £10,000  were  collected,  and  “to  provide  a,  per- 
manent fund  for  the  further  encouragement  and  establishment  of 
the  said  College,”  the  Legislature  enacted  that  “the  sum  of  £1750 
current  money  ($4,666.66)  be  annually  and  forever  hereafter 
given  and  granted  as  a donation  by  the  public  to  the  use  of  the 
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said  College.7’  Established  on  such  a liberal  basis,  the  College, 
under  Dr.  John  McDowell  as  Principal,  discharged  its  duty  faith- 
fully and  efficiently  until  1806,  sending  forth  yearly  as  her  Alumni 
young  men  afterwards  prominent  in  the  history  of  Maryland  and 
Virginia.  In  January  of  that  year  the  Legislature,  by  a majority 
of  only  eight  members,  saw  fit  to  withdraw  the  annuity,  and  the 
Visitors  and  Governors  were  compelled  to  announce  the  tempo- 
rary suspension  of  the  College.  In  1801  Rev.  Dr.  Bethel  Judd 
was  chosen  Principal,  and  in  January,  1812,  $1,000  of  the  annuity 
were  restored.  A lottery  granted  in  1821  added  $20,000  to  the 
funds  and  enabled  the  College  to  continue  in  operation.  The 
Rev.  Dr.  Henry  L.  Davis  served  as  Principal  from  1820  to  1824, 
and  Rev.  Dr.  William  Rafferty  from  1824  to  1831.  In  1831  the 
late  Rev.  Dr.  Hector  Humphreys  was  appointed  Principal,  and 
by  “ his  persevering  efforts  and  personal  influence  with  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature,”  in  response  to  a memorial  of  the  Visitors 
and  Governors,  that  body  in  1833  added  $2,000  to  the  annuity, 
provided  the  Board  of  Visitors  and  Governors  should  agree  to 
accept  the  same  “in  full  satisfaction  of  all  legal  or  equitable 
claims  they  might  have,  or  be  supposed  to  have,  against  the 
State.”  Glad  to  obtain  even  this  small  amount,  and  anxious  to 
prevent  a suspension  of  the  College,  the  Board  consented,  and 
“the  deed  of  release  was  executed  and  entered  upon  the  records 
of  the  Court  of  Appeals.”  At  the  same  time  the  Governor  of  the 
State,  President  of  the  Senate,  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Dele- 
gates, and  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  were  made  ex  officio 
members  of  the  Board,  thus  indelibly  affixing  to  the  College  the 
character  of  a State  Institution.  In  1833  a committee  of  the 
Legislature  was  appointed  to  visit  the  College,  in  whose  report 
we  find  the  following  statement:  “The  prosperity  of  St.  John’s 
College  is  deemed  a subject  of  great  importance,  so  that  the 
youth  from  every  portion  of  the  two  great  divisions  of  the  State 
may  convene  with  the  well-grounded  assurance  of  being  able  to 
acquire  a liberal  education,  and  at  the  same  time,  consummate 
the  patriotic  anticipations  of  the  charter. — It  is  believed  in  no 
way  can  this  parental  aspiration*  be  so  well  realized,  as  by  sus- 
taining on  a liberal  scale  a Seminary  of  Learning  at  the  seat  of 
legislation.”  The  committee  further  recommend  raising  money 
by  subscription  and  remark : “ It  is  an  expedient  resorted  to  by

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many  flourishing’  seminaries  of  learning  in  distant  States,  to  which 
our  own  citizens  have  liberally  contributed,  whilst  the  unpretend- 
ing character  of  this  Institution  has  shrunk  from  resorting  to  so 
familiar  and  legitimate  a mode  of  obtaining  assistance.  The 
authority  and  policy  of  such  a measure  are  urged  on  the  consid- 
eration of  the  Visitors  and  Governors,  and  earnestly  commended 
to  the  public.”  Encouraged  by  these  marks  of  legislative  approval 
and  support,  the  Visitors  and  Governors  authorized  and  requested 
the  Principal  to  collect  subscriptions  for  the  erection  of  additional 
buildings,  and  for  the  Library  and  Philosophical  Apparatus,  and 
appointed  a committee  to  cooperate  with  him  in  carrying  this 
resolution  into  effect.  It  was  proposed  to  collect  $30,000,  about 
$11,000  of  which  were  secured,  and  in  June,  1835,  the  corner- 
stone of  Humphreys  Hall  was  laid,  with  imposing’  ceremonies, 
and  an  address  from  Chancellor  John  Johnson,  a distinguished 
Alumnus  of  the  College.  From  this  time  on  we  have  lists  of 
Graduates  for  each  year,  except  ’43,  ’45,  ’48,  ’51,  and  ’54,  until 
1855,  when  the  College  was  reorganized,  and  in  the  same  year 
Pinkney  Hall  was  erected.  Two  years  afterward,  the  venerated 
and  esteemed  Principal,  Rev.  Dr.  Humphreys,  died,  and  the  Rev. 
Dr.  C.  K.  Nelson  was  chosen  as  his  successor,  under  whose  ad- 
ministration the  College  continued  in  successful  operation  until 
1861,  when  its  exercises  were  suspended. 

To  understand  the  present  position  of  the  College,  a brief 
statement  of  the  efforts  of  the  Visitors  and  Governors  to  recover 
the  appropriation  granted  by  the  charter  “annually  and  for- 
ever,”  is  necessary.  In  the  year  1859  the  Board  of  Visitors 
and  Governors,  believing  that  the  Act  of  1800,  withdrawing  the 
appropriation,  was  a violation  of  chartered  rights,  and  therefore 
null  and  void,  after  obtaining  the  consent  of  the  Legislature,  sub- 
mitted to  the  Court  of  Appeals  the  following  points  for  decision  : 
“ (1)  Whether  the  annual  appropriation  of  the  Act  of  1784  con- 
stituted a contract  on  the  part  of  the  State  which  could  not  be 
legally  repealed  by  the  Act  of  1806.  (2)  Whether  this  last  Act 

was  not  a violation  of  that  section  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  which  declares  that  ‘no  State  shall  pass  any  law 
impairing  the  obligation  of  contracts ; ’ and  (3)  Whether  the 
Act  of  1784  constituted  such  a contract  as  would,  if  entered  into 
between  individual  citizens,  be  binding  upon  them.”  All  three 
of  these  points  were  unanimously  decided  by  the  Court  in  favor 
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of  the  College.  The  Yisitors  and  Governors  theji,  believing  that 
their  predecessors  in  1833  had  transcended  their  powers,  and 
relying  upon  that  provision  of  the  charter  which  declares  that  “ in 
case  at  any  time  hereafter,  through  oversight  or  otherwise — any 
ordinance  should  be  made  by  the  Yisitors  and  Governors  contrary 
to  the  tenor  of  this  charter — it  should  be  null  and  void,”  brought 
suit  to  recover  the  withheld  appropriation,  but  the  Court  held 
that  the  Yisitors  and  Governors  could  not  avoid  the  release  given 
in  1833,  and  the  suit  was  decided  against  them.  Without  resort- 
ing to  the  Court  of  final  appeal,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  the  Yisitors  and  Governors  addressed  a memorial  to  the 
Legislature  in  1866,  in  response  to  which  that  body  restored  the 
arrearages  of  the  annuity  of  $3,000,  suspended  from  ’61  to  ’66, 
and  appropriated  an  additional  sum  of  $12,000  per  annum  for  five 
years,  from  1st  of  June,  1868,  The  College  buildings,  which  had 
been  occupied  as  a hospital  during  the  late  war,  were  soon  put 
ill  thorough  repair,  and  Dr.  Henry  Barnard,  of  Connecticut,  late 
Commissioner  of  Education,  was  elected  Principal,  by  whom  the 
College  was  reopened  in  September,  1866.  On  his  resignation 
the  following  summer,  Dr.  James  C.  Welling,  now  President  of 
the  Columbian  University,  Washington,  D.  C.,  was  chosen  Prin- 
cipal, and  the  College  opened  in  the  autumn  with  115  students. 
Before  the  close  of  the  next  session  the  Board  of  Yisitors  and 
Governors,  in  anticipation  of  the  increased  annuity,  passed  an 
ordinance  establishing  one  hundred  and  fifty  Stale  scholar  ships, 
each  scholarship  entitling  the  holder  to  “ exemption  from  the  pay- 
ment of  room-rent  and  tuition  fees  in  any  department  of  St.  John’s 
College.”  The  Board  also  entrusted  the  privilege  of  making  these 
appointments  to  the  Boards  of  School  Commissioners  in  the  sev- 
eral Counties,  and  placed  the  charge  for  board,  fuel,  lights  and 
washing  at  as  low  a rate  as  they  could  possibly  be  furnished. 

In  the  summer  of  1870,  Dr.  Welling  resigned  his  position,  and 
in  the  following  October  the  present  Principal  was  chosen.  The 
Legislature  of  1872  continued  the  annual  donation  of  $ 12,000 
for  six  years  from  1st  of  June,  1873,  made  a special  appropriation 
of  $ 5,000  for  the  Library  and  Philosophical  Apparatus,  and  pro- 
vided for  furnishing  both  board  and  tuition  free  to  fifty  students, 
two  from  each  Senatorial  District  in  the  State,  on  condition  that 
they  teach  two  years  in  the  State  after  leaving  College;  these 
Scholarships  are  tenable  for  four  years.  Beginning  with  a Fresh- 
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man  Class  in  1867,  the  College  graduated  its  first  Class  since 
the  re-organization,  in  1871,  and  has  continued  to  send  out  its 
Graduates  each  succeeding  year.  Its  course  of  study  is  com- 
pletely organized, — consisting  of  the  several  departments  of 
Ancient  Languages,  Modern  Languages,  Mathematics,  Natural 
Science,  Mental,  Moral  and  Social  Science,  and  History  and  the 
English  Language  and  Literature,- — and  taught  by  a Faculty  of 
seven  Professors  and  two  Tutors.  It  comprises  both  a Colle- 
giate and  a Preparatory  Department.  The  new  feature  engrafted 
on  the  College  by  the  Act  of  1872,  (Chapter  393,)  is  of  great 
interest,  and  places  the  College  in  a position  to  exercise  a most 
beneficial  influence  upon  education,  in  the  State.  The  accom- 
panying Catalogue  of  Graduates  and  Alumni  from  the  foundation 
of  the  College,  contains  many  names  prominent  in  the  history  of 
the  State.

ARTICLE  I. 

The  name  of  this  Society  shall  be  “ The  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation of  St.  John’s  College.” 

ARTICLE  II. 

This  Society  shall  be  composed  of  the  Faculty,  the  Visitors 
and  Governors,  and  the  Alumni  of  St.  John’s  College,  and 
all  who  have  finished  their  Academical  Course  in  the  College. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a 
President,  Two  Vice-Presidents,  an  Historiographer,  Secre- 
tary, Treasurer  and  an  Executive  Committee  of  five,  of 
which  the  President  of  the  Association  shall  be  ex-officio 
Chairman. 

Section  2.  These  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Society,  to  be  held  on  the  afternoon  of  Com- 
mencement day  in  each  year. 

Section  3.  A majority  of  the  votes  cast  by  those  present 
shall  be  necessary  for  the  election  of  any  of  the  officers  above 
specified. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

There  shall  be  a regular  meeting  in  each  year,  on  Com- 
mencement day.  Special  meetings,  should  occasion  arise  for 
such,  may  be  called  by  the  President  at  his  discretion. 


*This  Constitution  was  adopted  on  the  28th  of  July,  1869. 
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ARTICLE  Y. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  association;  to  preserve  order;  and  to 
bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Society  all  matters  which  con- 
cern its  well-being. 

Section  2.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  one  of  the  Vice- 
Presidents  shall  perform  his  duties.  If  the  President  and 
both  Vice-Presidents  be  absent,  any  member  present  may  be 
called  to  the  chair. 

Section  3 . It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Historiographer  to 
prepare  Memoirs  of  the  deceased  sons  of  ALMA  MATER , 
which  shall  be  preserved  among  the  archives  ofjhe  Associa- 
tion, and  published  whenever  the  Society  shall  deem  it  ex- 
pedient. 

Section  J.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  record 
the  proceedings  of  the  Society  at  its  several  meetings  in  a 
book  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose. 

Section  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  safely  keep,  and  disburse 
under  the  orders  of  the  Association  all  moneys  which  may 
accrue  for  its  use,  and  account  for  the  same  annually. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  Society  shall  provide  at  each  annual  meeting  for  the 
delivery  of  an  oration  by  an  Alumnus  on  the  next  Commence- 
ment day. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Nine  members  shall  constitute  a quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  the  votes  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  meeting. 
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
